His Divorced Wife a Detective 


NEW .YORK,. Dec. 25.——Andrew 
McConell, magazine writer and lectur- 
er, was arrested at a reporter's desk 
in a morning newspaper office tonight 
while, it is alleged, he was writing a 
confession of shooting and wounding 
his divorced wife, Mrs. Marion D. Me- 
}Conell, at Ocean Grove, N. J. The 
shooting is said to have occurred late 
Saturday night. 

McConell was operating a typewriter 
in The Times office when a detective 
arrested him. The paper in the ma- 
chine bore these words: 

“I was forced to shoot the woman 
who was my wife. Absolute divorce 
was obtained last spring. Not one 
word was said regarding the divorce 
the night I shot her. She has tried 
to villify an innocent woman.“ 

Beside, the typewriter the detective 
found a paper upon which was writ- 
ten in an almost illegible hand: 

“Every person who has helped to 
build my work has been vilified by a 
woman who is either hopelessly in- 
sane or a designing fiend. When I 
made discovery in the electrical basis 
of life which—(three illegible words,) 
years later.” 

The detective said McConell had 
amplified his alleged confession by de- 
claring he shot his wife “because she 
was always making me believe I was 
insane. She vilified me to different 
people and has run my character 
down.” 

McOnell was locked up on the 
charge of felonious assault.

IMMENSE PHILIPPINE LOGS FOR 
EMPEROR'S TOMB. 

— — 
Enormous Trees that Will Take a 
Polish Like Marbic and Will Re- 
sist the Elements for Many 

Generations. 


[Far Eastern Review:] It is re- 
corded in the ancient annals of China, 
Stored in the Hall of Records in 
Peking, that once on a time in the 
Ming Dynasty, a fleet of Chinese 
junks set forth in quest of timber, 
rare, beauteous and durable, fit for 
mausoleum of Emperors. Legend 
told of great girthed trees, hard as 
flint and lustrous as red marble when 
polished, growing in the fastnesses 
ot fever-infested mangrove swamps 
in the far Sulu Islands, and thither 
the fleet ultimately labored on its 
voyage of discovery. And that legend 
did not lie, and that the ancient mari- 
ner of China knew his courses, con- 
quered his seas in frail oraft, and 
won his treasure from the forests of 
the tropic isles is testified silently, 
eloquently and abundantly by the 
mighty beams and columns now sup- 
porting the mausoleums of the Ming 
Kmperors freshened rather than de- 
preciated by age, and hurling long 
sustained defiance at the ravages of 
time and the decaying influences of 
sun and storm, frost, hail and now. 
Since that time the actual home 
of these great timbers has fied from 
the memory of man, and the roman- 
cere of the villages have woven won- 
Gerful stories from the fragments of 
fact which have leaked down through 
the corridors of time. The return of 
the fleet deeply laden with mighty 
logs that giants alone could litt 
dissolved from a stern reality into a 
mystic romance, and the silver-haired 
elder. bent of back and fuli of years 
knows no better now than to repeat 
how his forebears, went beneath the 
earth and hewed and wrested thuse 
PHlars from among its supports. 

And then, an Emperor died. When 
the soul of Kwang-hsu, of the Manchu 
Dynasty, rode to the skies a while 
ago on the back of a dragon the 
nation realized that it must build 
a mausoleum no less adequate than 
those at the tombs of the Mings, but 
where to get that same time-aefying 
timber no living Chinese knew, but 
there was hope that a foreigner who 
was known in Peking could solve the 
difficulty. Chips were cut from the 
Ming mausoleum and were taken to 
Peking, and there the foreigner was 
sought and questioned. That forcign- 
er was an American citizen named 
Carl L. Seitz, manager of the Chins 
Import and Export Lumber Company, 
Ad., and he at once recognized the 
wood as being from the southern 
Philippine Islands. In his boyhood 
Gays he had penctrated the forests 
of the Philippines, and had seen such 
timber occasionally dragged from the 
noisesome depths of the swamps. He 
knew its haunts, its character, its 
choice of difficult surroundings, and 
the dangers to be run to obtain a 
quantity.

“Yom Kippur Koton,“ or ancient He- 
brew prayer book. This particular 
copy is the only one of its kind in ex- 
istence and is in the temporary pos- 
session of Albert Jacobson of Kansas 


The volume is the work of a crafts- 
man named Aaron Wolff, a “Torah” 
writer ot the city of Presburg, prob- 
ably a town of Germany, and bears 
the date 1730 on the frontispiece, 
making it 181 years old. A Hebrew 
book like a scrolli—the usual way of 
compiling their religious records, 
reads “backwards.” The frontispiece 
is at the last of the book and the 
pages are taken in the same order, 
reading from right to left instead of 
left to right. In other words, the be- 
ginning of a Hebrew Bible is always 
at the end, 

The interesting feature of the Jacob- 
son copy is the fact that text, illu- 
minations and illustrations are hand- 
work. Even the covers are hand- 
tooled in gold. The delicate intricate 
characters of the Hebrew script are 
marvels of penmanship and the same 
ink is used in the execution of both 
script and illustrations as is used on 


ithe ancient Torah or scroll writing 


and the pages are of the same genu- 
ine parchment and are indestructible, 
The book contains excerpts from the 
five books of Moses upon which the 
prayer service of the Hebrew religion 
is based and is in use to this day in 
the orthodox Hebrew families in spe- 
cial worship the first day of each 
month. The production of this par- 


ticular copy probably took years of 


the craftsman’s time. 

“Just how our family came into the 
possession of this treasure is not ex- 
actly known,” said Mr. Jacobson. “Tt 
has been handed down from father to 
son for generations, but only the rec- 
ord of two generetions have been 
written in the book. The ancient cus- 
tom of the precedence of the eldest 
son in the possession of heirlooms 
still prevails in most Hebrew families 
and is so here. The book belongs to 
my older brother, Bernhard Jacobson, 
formerly of Leipzig, now a resident of 
Berlin, Germany. He sent it to me 
more as a matter of sentiment than 
anything, and when I was notified 
here to appear before the customs to 
claim the package there was much 
argument as to the value. Finally be- 
cause it was adjudged as books no 
duty could be exacted and I was gtiv- 
en possession.” : 

The family has been offered large 
sums for this “keepsake,” but for tra- 
ditional reasons it is likely to remain 
in the family permanently.

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DRDINANCE TO BE PASSED 
SESSION TODAY.

Big Plan to Convenience Public 
and Relleve Congestion Downtown 
Is Terminating Object of the Pres- 
ent Municipal Legisiature—Little 
Fear of Referendum. 


The last regular session of the pres- 

ent City Council will convene this 
morning and it is expected to make 
the terminating meeting historic by 
the adoption of the cross-town trol- 
ley line franchise, which was bid in 
by the City Railway Company for the 
Huntington interests, last week. 
City Attorney Shenk said last night 
that the ordinance, drawn in con- 
formity with the conditions laid down 
in the notice of sale, will be ready for 
action. It may be passed only. by 
unanimous consent, and it will prob- 
ably be done in this way as the sale 
was approved by unanimous consent 
last Tuesday. Since the vote of that 
day there has been no change of opin- 
jon expressed by any member though 
there has been some protest because 
the franchise conditions are not as 
drastic as have been proposed in the 
model franchise ordinance, which was 
completed by former President Works 
of the Board of Publie Utilities, and 
filed with the Council Thursday, and 
which will also come up today. 

The new franchise is a long step 
in advance of the conditions of the 
Broughton law in that it provides for

the option of purchase by the tts any 
time after three years and within six 
months of the expiration of the fran- 
chise after twenty one years. This is 
called the “indeterminate” feature, 
though this ls a misnomer as the 
franchise’ terminates in twenty-one 
years.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 25.+—-({ Editor 
of The Times:] Dear sir—In The 
Times of December 24 I notice a 
statement attributed to H. I. Pritch- 
ard of the State Fish and Game Com- 
mission that the open season for 
doves ould commence on July 15, 
as the doves in this section are 
through raising their young at this 
date. If Mr. Pritchard really made 
this statement he shows a surprising 
ignorance of the true facts, particular- 
ly surprising coming from a man in 
his position. 

The fact is that the doves in this 
locality are not anywhere near 
through breeding on July 15, newly- 
hatched young and even fresh eggs 
being plentiful at date. Even 
after the opening of the season, Sep- 
tember 1, occasional nests of the dove 
may be found which contain eggs or 
young. On July 18, 1910, I counted 
over twenty dove’s nests containing 
eggs and young in one small willow 
grove a few miles from Los Angeles. 
The season opened on July 15, fol- 
lowing, ahd on the 20th 1 paid anoth- 
er visit to the same grove. Investi- 
gation showed that about half of the 
nests noted on my first visit were 
deserted, the young being dead or the 
eges cold, undoubtedly the direct re- 
sult of the premature opening of the 
seaso if Mr. Pritchard or anyone 
else oubts the truth of these state- 
ments, I am ready to prove them from 
the statements of many other ob- 
servers or by actual observation dur- 
ing the coming season.
